In 1919 and later 
she distributed a large part of her 
holdings of International Shoe 
stock to her husband, Dr. Edgar 
Rand, and their four adult chil-

Frank Rand Advised Her. 
Frank Rand testified that his sis-

WRANGEL ISLAND 
DICTATOR BEING 
TRIED FOR MURDER 


Former Soviet Official Ac- 
cused of Starving Eski- 
mos and Ordering Kill- 
ing of -Doctor. 


PHYSICIAN’S WIDOW 
IS CHIEF WITNESS 


Testifies Defendant Re- 
fused Her Rations, Tried 
to Drive Her Into Arctic 
Wastes. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, May 18.—A tale of 
tyranny, starvation and death un- 
der a dictatorship high in the Arc- 
tic Circle was put before the Su- 
preme Court today by the widow 
of Dr. W. R. Wulfson, for whose 
murder “Little Dictator” K. B. 
Semenchuk, Wrangel Island polar 
station administrator, is on trial. 


She bore, too, the name of “Dr. 
Feldman.” Semenchuk, she _ told 
the Court, did not stop with the 
death of her husband, his avowed 
foe. 

After Dr. Wulfson had died, the 
polar dictator attempted to starve 
her by refusing her rations and 
then sought to drive her into the 
snowy Arctic wastes, she testified. 

Other witnesses said the woman 
surely would have perished had she 
gone to icebound Traitor Bay on 
Semenchuk’s orders. 

They testified also that Semen- 
chuk refused food to ailing persons 
in his camp. 

Wanted to Scare Her. 


The “Little Dictator,” accused 
both of the Wulfson death and of 
starving Eskimos in the North, said 
he ordered Mrs. Wulfson away 
merely to “frighten” her. 

Prosecutors prepared to summon 
George Ushakoff, noted polar ex- 
plorer, following the “free day” re- 
cess. 

Ushakoff, in command of last 
year’s voyage of discovery by the 
icebreaker Sadko in the vicinity of 
Franz Josef Land and a former 
resident of Wrangell Island, -was 
called by the prosecution as an 
expert to prove the severe regime 
set up by Semenchuk was not nec- 
essary. . 

Semenchuk was administrator of 
the Wrangell Island polar station 
in the winter of 1934-35. He is on 
trial for his life, while his assist- 
art, S. P. Startseff, faces charges 
of complicity in the alleged crimes. 

The mysterious death on Wran- 
gel Island, bleak territory in the 


Soviet Arctic, of Startseff’s wife 
occupied the attention of the 
Court. 


Charge of Murder. 


Several witnesses were examined 
in an effort to prove ske died aft- 
er being treated by a hydrologist 
named Vakulenko, who was. en- 
trusted with medical care of the 
island colony after the death of 
Dr. Wulfson is charged. 

The result of an autopsy on the 
body of Wulfson, read in court yes- 
terday, attributed his death toa 
blow on the nose with a heavy in- 
strument. Startseff remained si- 
lent in the face of the prosecutor’s 
charge he killed Wulfson on orders 
from Semenchuk. 

Previously, Startseff attempted to 
throw the blame for the murder of 
Dr. Wulfson on Vakulenko, declar- 
ing the latter killed Dr. Wulfson 
and that Semenchuk made the ar- 
rangements, 

Soon after arriving at the island 
at the head of a wintering party 
of 16, Semenchuk, according to the 
charge, set himself up as dictator 
over the little group and the popu- 
lation of 65 Eskimos. 


was called “conspiracy and rebel- 
lion,” offenders being confined to 
a warehouse which was converted 
into a detention camp. 

“Here, I am everything and have 
ali rights up to shooting people,” 
/he was quoted as saying. 

Deaths From Starvation. 

The indictment said Semenchuk 
forbade Eskimos to hunt sea ani- 
mals, thus depriving them of meat. 
When the hungry natives asked for 
food, it is charged, the dictator re- 
fused, although the warehouse was 
well stocked. There were a num- 
ber of deaths from starvation. In 
one instance, Semenchuk is accused 
of forcing an Eskimo to drag a dog 
sled nearly seven miles as a dis- 
ciplinary measure. 

Dr. Wulfson made sharp attacks 
on Semenchuk in speeches at meet- 
ings of the wintering party. On 
Christmas eve Semenchuk is de- 
clared to have ordered him to make 
the difficult overland trip to Point 
Bilason to attend a sick Eskimo, 
sending Startsev as a guide. 

Several days later Wulfson’s body, 
bearing marks of violence, was 
found on the route. The indict- 
ment charges that Semenchuk and 
Startsev were prevented from low- 
ering it through a hole in the ice

LONDON, May 18.—Sir Alfred 
Butt, millionaire sportsman and 
member of Parliament, told the 
British budget leak investigating 
commission today that Colonial 
Secretary J. H. Thomas collected 
£632 9 shillings (around $3160) in 
“insurance” against the possibil- 
ity of a general election being held 
in 1935. 

Butt, who denied vehemently that 


he and Thomas ever talked about 
the recently announced budget, said 
he had “induced” the Cabinet mem- 
ber to take out £1000 sterling insur- 
ance “against the 1935 election.” 
The transaction was arranged when 
the two met at a racetrack, Butt 
explained. : 

Following the general election, 
won by the National Government, 
with which Thomas was identified, 
Butt sent Thomas a check for £632 
9s., he testified. That was after he 
had deducted the insurance pre- 
mium from the total face value of 
the policy, Butt said. 

Upset About His Son. 

Butt told the commission, which 
is trying to find out who disclosed 
the 1 budget secrefs ahead of 
time, that Secretary Thomas was 
‘very upset” when the name of his 
son, Leslie Thomas, was mentioned 
in connection with the “leak.” 

He said the Minister exclaimed: 
“Our Les? What a damned stupid 
rumor! He wouldn’t do a thing like 
that. God Almighty, he wouldn't! 
What a damned silly thing!” 

Butt flatly denied he knew any- 
thing about the budget “leak.” 

A short time before, Bernard 
Davis, a stock broker, had testified 
Butt placed “somewhat extensive” 
selling orders in several, stocks a 
few hours before the budget, car- 
rying plans for higher income and 
tea taxes, was read in the House 
of Commons. 

Butt, who'owns theaters and race 
horses, declared: “I have been in 
Commons since 1922 and during 
that whole time I have neither 
asked for nor received from any 
Cabinet Minister—including Celon- 
jal Secretary J. H. Thomas — any 
information regarding the budget 
or any other confidential matter of 
government.” 

Visited Thomas on Budget Day. 

Later, Butt said he visited Thomas 
in the latter’s office on budget day, 
but asserted they discussed merely 
the prospects of a horse which had 
been running at Newmarket. 

He added: “As Thomas is always 
most anxious to obtain information 
regarding racing from me—in fact, 
talks about it nearly every day—lI 
told him I thought he ought to have 
a wager on that particualr horse. 

Secretary Thomas has denied he 
told any budget-secrets. — 

Davis told the inquiry that Butt 
placed the _ selling orders after 
Davis told him he thought the stock 
market would be “dulled” if the in- 
come tax were raised. Butt’s stock 
account, the broker added, has run 
as high as £2,000,000 sterling ($10,- 
000,000). 

Why He Expected Rise. 

Davis explained he expected. the 
income tax to be higher because he 
thought the “amount of money re- 
quired for additional armaments 
would be found from revenue.” 

A few days after the budget was 
announced the stock broker said 
Butt told him: “If you’re asked to 
give the name of your client, I wish 
you'd say I am both anxious and 
willing that it be disclosed.” 

Butt’s son, Kenneth, who is an 
underwriting member of Lloyds, 
the insurance. house, followed Davis. 

“My father said he thought there 
would be an increase in income 
taxes,” he‘said. “He also said he 
was sure the Chancellor (Neville 
Chamberlain, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer) would tax commodities as 
well, so al) taxpayers would con- 
tribute.” 

The younger Butt added that his 
father believed tea would be sin- 
gied out for a higher tax, because 
he thought “whisky is already over- 
taxed.”

RULING IN JERSEY 
RESETTLEMENT CASE 


Opinion Holds Congress 
Unlawfully Transferred 
Authority to President, 
Failed to Prescribe Du- 
ties, Invaded — States’ 


Rights.

WASHINGTON, May 18.—A Fed- 


ing decision today declared the Fed- 


constitutional. 

The court said the law “attempts 
to reach and control matters over 
which the Constitution has given 
Congress no powers.” 

Three of the five Judges -of the 


District of Columbia Court of Ap- 
peals reversed a decision of the 
District of Columbia Supreme 
Court and held that the $4,800,- 
000,000 appropriation for work relief 
and direct relief was invalid on the 


ground that Congress had unlaw- 


fully delegated its powers to the 
President, had failed to give defi- 
nite authorizations and had in- 
vaded states’ rights. 

The opinion was written by As- 
sociate Justice Van Orsdel and con- 
curred in. by Chief Justice Martin 
and Associate Justice Robb. The 
other two members, Justices Gro- 
ner and Stephens, agreed that con- 
stitutional authority was lacking 
in this case, but said the court 
should not have passed on validity 
of the entire program to decide 
the case at bar. 

Ruling on Entire Act. 


The Court said it was necessary 
to pass on the entire act in order 
to determine “whether or not legal 
authority exists” in the particular 
relief project. 

Supporting its decision to consider 
the entire act, instead of merely 
finding powers lacking in the par- 
ticular test case, the Court said 
it was following the lead of the 
Supreme Court. . 

“The Supreme Court in the Butler 
case could have-avoided the ques- 
tion of constitutionality merely by 
declaring that Secretary Wallace 
and his subordinates were acting 
without authority,” the majority 
said. 

“It adds nothing to the force of 
the act that the President has been 
designated as the agent of the 
Government to enforce the act. 

“If the powers exist, Congress 
could have as well designated a 
board or a commission, or Tugwell 
and his associates directly, thereby 
obviating any necessity for inter- 
vention on the part of the Presi- 
dent. 

“The fundamental question in- 
volved is the total jack of consti- 
tutional power on the part of Con- 
gress to put into operation through 
legislation a project such as is here 
contemplated.” 

Associate Justices Groner and 
Stephens, newest members of the 
court, in separate opinions, said the 
test case should have been sent 
back to the lower court\ without 
passing onsconstitutionality of the 
entire act, or the question of au- 
thority in the specific project.

The ruling particularly involved 
one of four major suburban hous- 
ing projects started by the Reset- 
tlement Administration from an al- 
location of $30,000,000.

STORMS DELAY HINDENBURG | 
ON ATLANTIC GROSSING TO U, S, 


Airship, Without Adequate Weath- 
er Reports, Gets Into Dis- 
turbed Area. 

ABOARD THE ZEPPELIN HIN- 
DENBURG, En Route to America, 
May 18.—Because of heavy storms 
over the Atlantic, the Hindenburg 
cannot reach Lakehurst, N. J., be- 

fore Wednesday morning. 

Weather reports have been insuf- 
ficient—practically no reports were 
received during the 18 hours pre- 
vious to noon, ship’s time. 

Sufficient weather reports, it was 
said, would have enabled the offi- 
cers of the Hindenburg to have 
avoided the storm area easily. 

At noon, the Hindenburg’s posi- 
tion was 42 degrees 36 minutes 
north latitude and 39 degrees 3 
minutes west longitude and the ship 
had covered 2098 nautical miles 
from Frankfort on the Main, Ger- 
many. | 

(Radio reports received in New) 
York by the Radio Marine Cor- 
poration and Postal Telegraph indi- 
cated the Hindenburg headed slight- 
ly east of straight south between 
9 a. m. and 11 a. m. 

(A 9 a. m. it had reached 39 de- 
grees 3.minutes west and at 11 a. 
m. it was 39 degrees west. The 
latter position placed it at 41 de- 
grees 41 minutes north latitude—a 
position charted by the United 
States Hydrographic Office at 1640 
nautical miles east of Lakehurst.)

Dividing six to three, the Supreme 
Court struck down the Guffey Coal 
Act today on the same ground that 


it invalidated NRA—an unconsti- 
tutional invasion of state powers. 
The majority, through Justice 
Sutherland, held the Federal Gov- 
ernment was without power to 
regulate hours and wages in the 


mining industry. 


The dissenters were Justices 
Brandeis, Stone and Cardozo. 


Labor and Price-Fixing,. 


The Court did not rule on the 


constitutionality of the price-fixing 


provisions of the Guffey law to 
regulate the bituminous industry, 
but said these were so related tothe 
labor provisions that the fall of the 


latter carried the price-fixing sec- 
tion down, too. 


In failing to rule on the price- 


fixing provisions, the majority opin- 
ion warned that nothing the Court 
said was to be taken as an indica- 
tion that it Would uphold them, even 
if they were enacted separately. 


Chief Justice Hughes, in a sepa- 
rate opinion, concurred in the find- 
ing of the majority that Congress 
had exceeded its authority in at- 
tempting to regulate wages and 
hours. 

Not a Tax, But a Penalty. 

The majority opinion held the ex- 
cise tax of 15 per cent on soft

ADDIS ABABA, May 17 (By Mili- 
tary Plane to Asmara, Eritrea, 
May 18.)—-Many Ethiopians in and 
around this former Ethiopian capi- 
tal have been executed by Italian 
firing squads in the last few days. 
The victims included persons 
caught in the act of killing and 
looting, armed prowlers and bandits 
who refused to give up arms in 
accordance with a prociamation of 


martial law. 
An officer who has done long ser- 


vice in the colonies said the Itaiians 
waited for the situation to clear 
itself, but when the Ethiopians con- 
tinued raiding the Italians had no 
choice but to invoke under martial 
law the penalties announced in a 
proclamation by Marshal Pietro 
Badoglio. 

“For 3000 years these people have 
known only the law of the strong 
despoiling the ‘weak, the armed 
plundering the unarmed,” the offi- 
cer said. “There is no other choice 
if order is to be finally restored and 
law established.” 


Account of Execution. 

The correspondent witnessed an 
execution in the compound behind 
the Carabinieri headquarters near 
the Menelik monument last night. 
A bandit chieftain, caught in an 
attack on a farmhouse, 30 miles 
north of here, was killed after a 
trial in which members of his own 
gang testified to his guilt. 

In the bare room of the com- 
missariat a judge heard the evi- 
dence and pronounced sentence of 
death. 

Then, in the darkness, the bandit 
was marched out to a white-washed 
wall across the small courtyard of 
the compound. He was tall and 
thin, with bushy hair and a bare 
face. 

He said nothing and seemed 
rather uninterested as the Cara- 
binieri bound his hands behind him 
and turned his face to the wall. 
He stood there while the Cara- 
binieri lined up 20 feet away. At 
the command of fire he fell to the 
ground. 

In accordance with the custom of 
military execution, a lieutenant 
fired a pistol in the head to make 
death certain. 

Newspaper Men Expelled. ? 

Four newspaper men and three 
other persons, declared guilty of 
anti-Italian activities and espion- 
age, have been expelled from Ethi- 
opia. 

The newspaper men expelled are 
George Steer, correspondent for the 
London and New York Times; Isa- 
dore Nebenzahl, a representative 
of the Havas (French) News 
Agency; Alkeos Angelopoulos, a 
Hearst correspondent, and M. D. 
Robillard, director of an Ethiopian 
newspaper. 

The journalists took the train to 
Djibouti, French Somaliland. 


Description of Vila Where Haile 
Selassie Is Likely to Stay. 


VEVEY, Switzerland, May 18. — 
An inspection of Emperor Haile Se- 
lassie's villa here by Wolde Mariam, 
Ethiopia's delegate to Geneva, 
indicates that the fallen Emperor 
will soon make Vevey his retreat. 

The villa is a huge Victorian 21- 
Toom mansion in a park overgrown 
with vegetation, near the shores of 
Lake Geneva. 

The Negus bought the estate in 
1930, when he expected to send his 
children to European schools. Trav- 
eling members of the Ethiopian 
royal family spent their summers 
In the villa until it was closed for 
the winter of 1934. 

The mansion is one of the largest 
tn Vevey and one of the most sim- 
ply furnished. The house. built in 
1897 and renovated in 1927, is a 
rambling frame structure with 
broad balconies facing the gardens. 

Just inside the front door is a 
huge salon, decorated simply in 
blue, with a beamed ceiling. It is 
furnished with what the real estate 
agent who sold the house to the 
Negus called “just ordinary furni- 
ture,” 

Behind the salon on the first 
floor are two semi-private rooms 
for the master of the house—a li- 
brary and a smoking room. Across 
the front hall from the salon is the 
dining room, where a big table 
seats 30 diners. 


Eden Says Trickery | Was Used in| 
Bullet 


Dumdum Charges. 

LONDON, May 18.—Foreign Sec- 
retary Anthony Eden charged be- 
fore the House of Commons today 
that forgery, deception and trick- 
ery were used to obtain “fabricated 
evidence” of Ethiopian dumdum bul- 
lets purportedly made in England. 

He said the evidence was obtained 
by Col. Pedro Lopes, whom the 
British knew as a “notorious pur- 
verer or false information.” Stung | 
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by Italian allegations which were 
hastily withdrawn from Geneva last 
week, Eden took advantage of a 
question in Commons to tell the 
story of Lopez’ activities. 

Lopez, he said, was a British sub- 
ject of Polish origin and was well 
known in England under several 
aliases. He posed in London as an 
Ethiopian arms purchaser, Eden 
declared. Then he resorted to forged 
letters and trickery to induce a 
munitions firm to supply him with 
sample ammunition, Eden charged. 

These samples, Eden went on, 
were used to persuade Italian au- 
thorities that such ammunition was 
being exported to Ethiopia with the 
official connivance of the United 
Kingdom. ° 

Aware that Lopez was in touch 
with the Italian Emibassy, Eden 
said he warned Ambassador Dino 
Grandi of Italy that “the continued 
employment of a man of this dis- 
reputable type would not assist in 
the maintenance of good relations 
‘between the two countries.” 

Subsequently, however, charges 
based on Lopez’ activities appeared 
in the Italian press. Eden said Lo- 
pez was known to have made con- 
tact with member~ of the staff of 
the Italian military attache in Lon- 
don within the last three weeks. 

Eden said Lopez presented a 
forged intrduction from the Bank 
of Egypt to the Bates Co. in which 
he was represented as a purchaser 
for the Ethiopian Government. He 
asked that ammunition samples be 
sent to the Ethiopian Minister in 
London together with a letter guar- 
anteeing the supplies to be of Brit- 
ish manufacture. 

Lopez then took possession of the 
samples and the next the British 
knew was the appearance in Ital- 
jan newspapers of stories that the 
British were supplying the Ethio- 
pians with dumdum bullets. 

“IT have learned,” said Eden, “that 
neither the package nor the let- 
ter was ever delivered to the Ethio- 
pian Minister.” 

Meanwhile, said Eden, Lopez, un- 
der the alias of Col. Gustav Mez- 
ler, called on the Ethiopian Minis- 
ter with the promise of supplying 
munitions in return for concessions. 

He succeeded in obtaining au- 
| thorization to buy supplies in which 

3,000,000 soft-nosed cartridges were 
included. Eden said Warqnex C. 
Martin, the Ethiopian Minister, did 
not notice the listing cf the dum- 
se in the supply invoice. 


‘Bank of Italy Cuts Rate to Aid De- 
velopment of Ethiopia.

ROME, May 18.—The Bank of 
Italy moved to make credit easier 
for development of Ethiopia today 
by reducing its rediscount rate from 
5 to 4% per cent. 

The reduction followed an _ ar- 
rangement yesterday by a commit- 
tee of Ministers to extend Italy’s 
credit organization to Ethiopia and 
'a decision Saturday to set aside 
100,000,000 lire (about $7,800,000) for 
capitalization of a credit institute 
for Ethiopia. 

Bankers said the Credit Institute 
,; would issue bonds for development 
\of the empire annexed by Italy, and 
that an easing of credit was the 
primary purpose of the reduction in 
the rediscount rate.

TAX COMMITTEE 
AGAIN DELAYS IT 
DECISION ON BILL 


Senate Body Asks for New 
Treasury Figures and Or- 
ders Study of Three 
Pending Proposals. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 18. — The 
Treasury estimated today that the 
latest compromise tax plan of the 
Senate Finance Committee would 
produce $642,000,000, of which $173,- 
000,000 would come from individual 
income tax payers. 

The committee, still seeking an 
agreement on how to rewrite the 
tax bill as passed by the Howse, 
‘requested additional estimates on 
other ways of raising the $623,000,- 
000 of permanent revenue sought by 
the President. 

Chairman Harrison named three 
sub-committees, to report Wednes- 
day morning on the “windfall” tax 
feature of the measure, on a pro- 
vision for refunds on floor stocks 
on hand at the time of invalidation 
of the AAA, and on “the question 
of insurance that might be applied 
to pay the Government’s taxes.” 

The committee planned no fur- 
ther sessions until Wednesday. 

In the face of the delay in reach- 
ing an agreement on the tax con- 
troversy, word was passed that 
President Roosevelt considered tax 
legislation essential and believed 
Congress should stay in session un- 
til a biil is enacted. 

Treasury Figures. 

The Treasury, Harrison told re- 
porters, handed over figures today 
to show also that by retaining per- 
manently the present excess profits 
and capital stock taxes, which 
would be kept only temporarily and 
at half rates under th: House bill, 
$168,000,000 of annual revenue would 
be produced. 

In addition, the Treasury esti- 
mated that $107,000,000 in additional 
income would be produced by put- 
ting a 35 per cent tax on undis- 
tributed corporate income in excess 
of half of total income. 

The compromise tax plan would 
place an 18 per cent tax on cor- 
porations’ statutory net income, 
which the Treasury said would 
yield $244,000,000, a 7 per cent tax 
on undistributed adjusted net. in- 
come,. which would produce $225,- 
000,000, and increase the present 
normal income tax from 4 to 5 per 
cent, which would yield $173,000,000. 

Corporation dividends to stock- 
holders would be subjected to the 
latter tax, from which they now are 
exempt, and this alone, Harrison 
said, would account for $113,000,000 
of the $173,000,000. 2 

Although he said last week that 
he thought the bill would be re- 
ported out by the middle of this 
week, the chairman told reporters 
today he had “an optimistic hope” 
for getting it out before the end of 
the week. 

Harrison said he expected com- 
mitteemen to reach the point of 
taking some votes Wednesday, but 
added that “there will be any num- 
ber of proposals when we get down 
to the facts.” 

It was in anticipation of these, 
he said, that additional informa- 
tion was requested from the Treas- 
ury. An estimate was sought as 
to how much would be lost by ex- 
empting $15,000 of corporate income 
from the levy on undistributed 
earnings. 

The Treasury also was asked to 
calculate the effect of a 40 per cent 
tax on undistributed income under 
50 per cent of the total and a 60 
per cent levy on undistributed earn- 
ings over 50 per cent. 

Asked whether there was any 
appreciable oppositon within the 
committee to boosting the normal 
income tax rate by one-fourth, Har- 
rison said: “You can’t tell what the 
opposition will be.” 

Aim Is to Offset AAA Loss. 

Committeemen intimated that 
the compromise program, the result 
of many suggestions by members, 
was aimed at one of the big prob- 
lems facing them, which is how to 
raise the 3517,000,000 of temporary 
revenue over three years, request- 
ed by President Roosevelt to plug 
the hole in Federal income created 
by invalidation of AAA processing 
levies. 

The President suggested that this 
be obtained from the “windfall” 
tax on processors who avoided pay- 
ment of AAA levies and from a re- 
vival of processing taxes on a 
broader range of commodities. 

The committee already has voted, 
however, not to turh to processing 
taxes, and the windfall would pro- 
duce an estimated $100,000,000. 

Retention of the full capital stock 
and excess profits taxes would pro- 
duce over three years $172,000,000 
more than the House bill. Coupled 
with the $100,000,000 from the wind- 
fall, that still would leave the meas- 
ure $245,000,000 short of the $517, 
000,000. 


Sub-Committees Named. 


Harrison put. these members on 
the subcommittees: Wjnfall: George 
(Dem.), Georgia; Bailey (Dem.), 
North Carolina, and LaFollette 
(Prog.), Wisconsin.

Chief Justice’s Opinion. 
In his separate opinion, the Chief 


Justice agreed that one section of 
the (bituminous) code was invalid 
upon three counts: 

“1. It attempts a broad delegation 
of legislative power to fix hours 
and wages without standards or lim- 
itation. ... 

“2. The provision permits a group 
of producers and employes, accord- 
ing to their own views of expe- 
diency, to make rules as to hours 
and wages for other producers and 
employes who were not parties to 
the agreement. Such a provision, 
apart from the mere question of 
the delegation of legislative power, 
is not in accord with the require- 
ment of due process of law which 
under the Fifth Amendment domin- 
ates the regulation which Congress 
may impose. 

“3. The provision goes beyond 
any proper measure of protection 
of Interstate Commerce and at- 
tempts a broad regulation of indus- 
try within the State, 


Price Policy Up :to Congress. 
“But that is not the whole case. 
The act also provides for the regu- 


lation of the prices of bituminous 
coal sold in interstate commerce 
and prohibits unfair methods of 
competition in interstate commerce. 

“Undoubtedly transactions in car- 
rying on interstate commerce are 
subject to the Federal power to 
regulate that commerce and the 
control of charges, and the protec- 
tion of fair competition in that 
commerce are familiar illustrations 
of the exercise of the power, as the 
interstate commerce act, the pack- 
ers and stockyards act, and the 
anti-trust acts abundantly show... 

“Whether the policy of fixing 

rices of commodities sold in in- 
erstate commerce is a sound -policy 
is not for our consideration. The 
question of that policy, and of its 
particular applications, is for Con- 
gress.” 

Of the labor provisions, the ma- 
jority opinion said the validity de- 
pended upon whether it was a reg- 
ulation of interstate commerce. 

“That commodities produced or 
manufactured withir? a state are 
intended to be sold or transported 
outside the state does not render 
their production or manufacture 
subject to Federal regulations un- 
der the commerce clause,” it was 
held. 

Two Distinct Activities. 


“One who produces or manufac- 
tures a commodity, subsequently 


sold and shipped in interstate com- 
merce, whether such sale and ship- 
ment were originally intended or 
not, has engaged in two distinct and 
separate activities. 

“So far as he produces or manu- 
factures a commodity, his business 
is purely local. So far as he sells 
and ships, or contracts to se! and 
ship, the commodity to customers 
in another state, he engages in in- 
terstate commerce. 

“In respect of the former, he is 
subject only to regulation by the 
state; in respect of the latter, to 
regulate only by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. Production is not com- 
merce; but a step in preparation 
for commerce. ... 

“A consideration of the forego- 
ing, . and of many cases which 
might be added to those already 
cited, renders inescapable the con- 
clusion that the effect of the labor 
provisions of je act, including 
those in respect of minimum 
wages, wage agreements, collective 
bargaining, and the Labor Board 
and its powers, primarily falls upon 
production and not upon commerce; 
and confirms the further resulting 
conclusion that production is a 
purely local activity. 

“Tt follows that none of these es- 
sential antecedents of production 
constitutes a transaction in or 
forms a part of interstate com- 
merce.” 

“Valid System of Price-Fixing.” 

The dissenting opinion written by 
Cardozo said: 

“Part 2 of the statute sets up 
a valid system of price fixing as 


applied to transactions in _  inter- 
state commerce and to those in 
intrastate commerce where inter- 
state commerce is directly or inti- 
mately affected. The prevailing 
opinion holds nothing to the con- 
trary. 

“Part two, with its system of 
price fixing, is separable from part 
three, which contains the provi- 
sions as to labor considered and 
condemned in the opinion of the 
Court. 


“Part two being valid, the com- 
plainants are under a duty to come 
in under the code and are subject 
to a penalty if they persist in a re- 
fusal. 


“The suits are premature in so 
far as they seek a judicial declara- 
tion as to the validity or invalidity 
of the regulations in respect of la- 
bor embodied in part three. 

“No opinion is expressed either 
directly or by implication as. to 
those aspects of the case. It will 
be time enough to consider them 
when there is the threat or even 
the possibility of imminent enforce- 
ment. If that time shall arrive, 
protection will be given by clear 
provisions of the statute against 
any adverse inference flowing from 
delay or acquiescence. 

The suits are not premature to 
the extent that they are intended

Origin of the Cases. 

Constitutionality of the Guffey 
Act to permit Federal control of 
prices, wages and hours in the bi- 
tuminous industry had been chal- 
lenged by James Walter Carter, 
West Virginia and Virginia pro- 
ducer, and by 19 Kentucky opera- 
tors. 

In the Carter case, the District 
of Columbia Supreme Court upheld 
price fixing, but declared unconsti- 
tutional the provisions for regulat- 
ing wages and hours. 

The Western Kentucky Federal 
District Court upheld the entire 
act.

Chief Points of Bill; Roosevelt Re- 
quest to Congress. 

The Guffey law ‘was signed last 
August by President Roosevelt, who 
had urged Congress to pass it de- 
spite “doubts as to constitutionality, 
however reasonable.” 

The law, described as a “little 
NRA” for the bituminous coal in- 
dustry, imposed a 15 per cent tax 
on sales at the mines, with provi- 
sion for rebating 90 per cent of the 
tax to producers who abided by 
regulations of the National Bitumi- 
nous Coal Commission set up under 
the law. 7 


Minimum prices were to be fixed 
by district boards of producers un- 
der the supervision of the commis- 
sion. Determination of wages, 
hours and conditions of employment 
were left to collective bargaining 
between producers and union min- 
ers. The act set up a three-man 
board to mediate labor disputes, and 
directed the commission to study 
the feasibility of Federal purchase 
and retirement of marginal coal 
lands, together with the rehabilit&- 
tion of unemployed miners. 

Injunction Suits Filed. 

In various parts of the country 
injunction suits were filed against 
collection of the tax, which became 
effective Nov. 1, and some injunc- 
tions were issued.

WASHINGTON, May 18.—Reiter- 
ating that re-employment is not 
keeping pace with recovery, the 
American Federation of Labor to- 


day issued a new appeal to the Gov- 
ernment and business to co-operate 
with labor groups in an attempt to 
put the jobless back to work. 
Asserting that gains in profits of 
large corporations have far ex- 
ceeded gains in production and that 
leading corporations are reporting 
earnings close to 1926 levels, the 


federation expressed concern over | 


“the exceedingly serious re-employ- 
ment shortage.” 

In its monthly survey of business, 
the federation asked: 

“If we cannot count on business, 
without control, to put the unem- 
ployed back to work, how then can 
a place be found for them in Amer- 
ica’s workshop, where they may 
produce wealth and earn the in- 
come necessary for a good life?” 

Results of Outlawing NRA. 

Answering this in a renewed ap- 
peal to both business and the Gov- 
ernment for joint action, the federa- 
tion said, “This co-operative basis, 
as distinct from Government con- 
trol, cannot be too strongly empha- 
sized.” 

The survey asserted that under 
NRA re-employment kept pace with 
business recovery, but that since 
the Supreme Court had outlawed 
the recovery agency it had fallen 
far behind.

leprosarium. 

The lepers, under the leadership 
of one who called himself “Abdul- 
lah,” killed four fishermen, seized 
a boat and fled to Palawan and 
neighboring islands. 

Stopping at Jalumpang, on Abo- 
abo Island, the fugitives killed three 
more persons and robbed Chinese 
stores. Then they went to Bono- 
bono, where they attacked another 
Chinese merchant, but citizens of 
the town gathered in force and 
drove them away. They seized an- 
other boat and escaped to sea. 

Afraid of Infection. 

A call for the constabulary 
brought the soldiers to Bonobono 
a few hours later. They were told 


that the lepers had said they were 


sailing for Tigabk, Borneo. The of- 
ficers immediately started their 
hunt on Palawan and islands in 
that vicinity. 

Citizens told the soldiers they 
feared to seize the lepers because 
they were afraid of infection. Lack 
of police forces on the isolated is- 
lands gave the armed desperadoes a 
free hand.

Breuer of Hermann, Mo., who pre- 
sided at the trial in St: Louis Coun- 
ty, set the verdict aside last March 
30 and granted the Sheriff a new 
trial. 

Judge Witthaus, in his memoran- 
dum sustaining the motion to 
quash, said he did so on five of the 
six grounds cited by counsel for 
the Sheriff. These, in addition to 
the contention that the facts stat- 
ed in the indictment did not con- 
stitute a violation of the law, were: 
that the indictment did not charge 
any offense; that the indictment 
did not allege that the County Court 
relied on the representations of the 
Sheriff; that the indictment did not 
allege that the county had suffered 
any loss; and that the indictment 
did not allege that the County 
Court delayed entering an order 
fixing the food allowance because 
it relied on the Sheriff's represen- 
tations while the matter was un- 
der inquiry. 

Allowance Reduced. 

After its inquiry the County 
Court reduced the Sheriff's allow- 
ance for feeding prisoners from 75 
cents a day per prisoner to 45 cents. 

In granting the new trial in the 
conspiracy case, Judge Breuer ruled 
there had been no evidence of con- 
spiracy between Deuser and Hoch, 
and no evidence that Deuser had at- 
tempted to influence the County 
Court.

TWO CONVICTS 
FATALLY STABBED 
N PRISON YARD 


William O’Hara and James 
D. Griffin Killed by Roy 
Whipkey in Fight at 
Jefferson City. 


By the Jefferson City Correspon- 
dent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, May 18.— 
William O'Hara, 35 years old, and 
James D. Griffin, 22, convicts in the 
Missouri State penitentiary, were 
stabbed to death yesterday after- 
moon by Roy Whipkey, 24, also a 
convict, following a dispute on the 
prison recreation grounds. About 
2000 other convicts who had just 


_ watched a baseball game were on 

' the grounds at the time. 

O’Hara, whose home was in St. 
Louis, was stabbed in the throat, 
arm, face and back and died five 
minutes after he entered the prison 


hospital. Griffin, cut on the neck || 


and chest, died almost instantly. 
His home was in Kansas City. 
Whipkey, who was sentenced in 
St. Louis, had been in dispute with 
O'Hara and Griffin Saturday. 
Prison officials said O’Hara had 


often taunted Whipkey, calling him 
a “confessor” because he had plead- | 
ed guilty to a robbery charge. 

Yesterday, Whipkey _ related, 
O’Hara waved a newspaper clip- 
ping in his face, called him names 
and then struck at him with a 
razor blade which was attacked to 
a six-inch handle. Whipkey then 
drew a table knife from his pocket. 
Its sides had ben sharpened and it 
was filed to a sharp point. Griffin, 
who was O’Hara’s cellmate, joined 
in the melee and was stabbed in 
the neck and chest. 

Near the scene of the struggle 
prison officials found a screw 
driver which had been sharpened 
to a fine point. Whether it had 
been used in the fight by one of 
the participants is not known. 

O’Hara was serving 14 years for 
robbery. Previously he had served 
two terms at Leavenworth peniten- 
tiary and one term at the United 
States Disciplinary Barracks at 
Governor's Island, New York. On 
Aug. 9, 1933, he stabbed to death 
Lawrence E. Hamilton of St. Louis, 
another convict, in a quarrel in I 
Hall. He was never brought to 
trial but the penal board ordered 
him to serve his full 14-year rob- 
bery term. 

Griffin was serving 10 years for 
robbery and had been in the peni- 
tentiary since Sept. 23, 1932. 

Whipkey was sentenced July 3 
last to serve 10 years for robbery. 
He had originally been sentenced 
to the intermediate reformatory, 
Algoa Farms, but was transferred 
to the penitentiary Feb. 8 because 
he was incorrigible. 

Prison officials said no action 
would be taken against Whipkey, 
pending a Coroner’s inquest, which 
has been set for tomorrow. So far 
Whipkey has not been placed in 
the solitary confinement hall, or 
“the hole,” where convicts engaging 
in disturbances or breaking rules 
usually are sent, but he has been 
isolated from other convicts. 


HENRY FORD AT 72 RIDES 
BICYCLE DAILY FOR EXERCISE 


Auto Manufacturer Seems to Have 
Recovered From Serious IIl- 
ness in January.

DETROIT, May 18.—Henry Ford, 
who has built more than 24,000,000 
automobiles, and who will be 73 
years old this summer, rides a 
bieycle. He explains that his cycl- 
ing is for exercise rather than a 
means of transportation, which it 
was before he built his first auto- 
mobile—largely of bicycle parts— 
43 years ago. 

“I have a mile and a half road 
on my place where I ride every 
day,” he said. “The ride down to 
the river and back makes a pretty 
good trip and helps me keep in 
shape.” 

Ford seemed entirely recovered 
from the second serious illness of 
his life, a “bad cold,” which caused 
his family concern for two weeks 
during January this year.

BUOY TELEPHONES ADOPTED 
FOR SWEDISH SUBMARINES 


Instrument May Be Sent to Surface 
If Craft Is Sank by 
Accident. 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden, May 18.— 
A submarine buoy telephone, by 
which a sunken craft can commu- 
nicate with rescuers, has been 
adopted by the Swedish navy. 

An ordinary telephone instrument 
is enclosed in a buoy that can be re- 
leased to rise to the surface when 
a submarine is sunk by accident. 
The buoy, carrying telephone wires 
from the submarine, is equipped 
with a flashlight to attract atten- 
tion on the water. 

Another communications novelty 
is the “laryngophone,” which re- 
ceives’ sound impulses from _ the 
larynx of the speaker, and hence is 
not affected by nearby noises. It is 
designed for use in such places and 
engine rooms and airplanes where 
there is so much noise that the 
speaker’s voice would be drowned 
in an ordinary telephone, 


Killed in Leap or Fall at Hotel. 

CHICAGO, May 18.—The body of 
Edwin Eder, 45 years old, of New 
York City, was found yesterday on 
the roof of a court in the Stevens 
Hotel. Police said he apparently 
had leaped or fallen from a twenty- 
first floor room where he had regis 
tered Saturday.

project for construction of 750 low- 
rent houses was started with relief 
funds, The immediate complaint 
of counsel for the township was 
that it would lose needed revenues, 
since the Government-owned prop- 
erty would not be subject to local 
taxation. 

The Court of Appeals, however, 
held the case involved “much more 
than the mere matter of taxation.” 

“The impairment of its (the town- 
ship’s) powers in the exercise of its 
franchise is the chief subject of 
concern,” the ruling said. 


Solicitor-General’s Comment. 

Solicitor-General Stanley Reed 
said an appeal would be taken to 
the Supreme Court at once. He 
told newspaper men after a hur- 
ried reading of the opinion that he 
believed it was “narrow” and con- 
fined to construction projects for 
shifting population under the reset- 
tlement administration. ‘The part 
of the act setting up the Resettle- 
ment Administration was under 
attack in the case at issue. 

“T am not trying to minimize the 
opinion,” he added. “We wanted it 
the other way.” 

Rexford G. Tugwell, Under-Sec- 
retary of Agriculture, in charge of 
resettlement, was the author of 
the resettlement provisions of the 
act. 

In response to a Senate request, 
Tugwell reported Thursday that 
the Resettlement Administration 
had spent $98,347,005 up to April 
15. He said out of $275,549,944 made 
available, there were incumbrances 
on $173,091,832, leaving a balance of 
$102,458,112, 

Same Flaws as in NRA. 

After reviewing provisions of the 
Relief Act and the executive or- 
ders of President Roosevelt which 
set up the resettiément agency, Jus 
tice Van Orsdel said: 

“This is delegation running riot.” 

Referring to opinions of the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court which 
found NRA, AAA and the original 
“hot oil” Control Act unconstitu- 
tional, Justice Van Orsdel said the 
same legal flaws were found in the 
Resettlement Administration. 

“There is nothing in the act di- 
rectly prescribing the power or 
duties of the President with respect 
to housing,” he said. 


“Assuming that it may be  in- 
ferred from the act that the funds 
are to be used by the President, yet 
there is nothing requiring their use, 
either absolutely or in any speci- 
fied condition or circumstance. 


“He is free to use them or not, as 
he sees fit. . . . There is no guide 
as to where or when or how these 
funds are to be used for housing.” 

Condemning the broad powers 
under the Relief Act, the court said 
that in the language of the Su- 
preme Court’s NRA decision, the 
President was “virtually unfet- 
tered.” “He is at liberty to set up 
agencies and prescribe such rules of 
conduct and fix such standards as 
he may deem proper,” the decision 
continued. 

After noting the power of the 
President to transfer amounts to 
various projects under the Relief 
Act, the majority said: 

“It logically follows the Presi- 
dent and not the Congress is to

“The Presideft, not the Congress,

Congress was said to have set up 
“neither path nor program” for the 
Resettlement Administration. 


No Limit to Authority. 


“Obviously, if the President were 
so disposed,” the Court said, “he 
could use the entire sum appropri- 
ated in building houses exclusively 
for our colored, or, on the other 
hand, he could just as well exclude 
that portion of our population from 
any benefits whatever... . 

“The houses for which this vast 
sum of money is to be spent may 
be rented or sold, at a profit or a 
loss. 

“They may be constructed in 
cities where there is no demand, or 
in the country to create and build 
a new city in its entirety. 

“Indeed, they may be built and 
left unoccupied.” 

The Court said that “this may be 
said to be mere fancy,” but that 
the principle involved was that “in 
the appropriation of public moneys 
the congressional mandate shall in- 
clude a reasonable limitation on the 
discretion of the executive in their 
use.” 

The opinion continued: 

“We are not here confronted with 
an appropriation for internal im- 
provements of a national charac- 
ter or importance, or the erection 
of public buildings or the grant of 
loans to a state or municipality to 
carry out Public Works projects. 

“As to these we might find in the 
nature of the objectives a well- 
beaten path by which to supply 
the omitted means to that end.” 


U. S. and State Sovereignty, 


The majority said: 

“While it is true that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States in 
the exercise of its sovereignty has 
jurisdiction over every foot of soil 
within its territory and acts direct- 
ly upon its citizens, the exercise 
of its sovereignty is limited to 
those powers which are delegated 
to it by the Constitution, namely, 
the power to regulate interstate 
commerce, and the power over the 
mails. 

“In the exercise of its sovereign 
power, within the limits thus im- 
posed, its jurisdiction extends 
throughout the states and territo- 
ries, but it must be remembered 
that, where the exercise of its sov- 
ereignty is not justified by any rea- 
sonable construction of the Consti- 
tution, the United States possesses 
no power to invade the sovereignty 
of the states. ..,. 

“The threatened action of the de- 
fendants is merely incidental to 
the execution of the orders of the 
President, assumed to be authorized 
by the exercise by Congress of a 
power which it does not possess. 

The Fundamental Question. 

‘The. fundamental question here 
is not merely whether Congress, in 
the attempted exercise of its power, 
failed to exercise it in a manner 
which would permit its enforce- 
ment. 

“The question is a deeper one. 

Has Congress, under any circum- 
stances, the constitutional power 
through legislation to put in opera- 
tion the proposed resettlement proj- 
ect? . .. The fundamental ques- 
tion involved is the total lac 
constitutional power on the part 
of Congress to put into operation 
through legislation a (resettlement) 
project such as is here contemplat- 
ed; and this can be ascertained, 
not from any possible determina- 
tion of fact, but from the very 
terms of the statute itself.” 
The United States Court of Ap- 
peals for the District of Columbia 
corresponds to the United States 
circuit courts in the states. It 
receives appeals from the District 
of Columbia Supreme Court, regu- 
lar trial tribunals for cases in the 
capital. Government adminstra- 
tive officers often are defendants 
in test cases, hence the suits are 
frequently instituted in the dis- 
trict supreme court and are car- 
ried thence through the court of 
appeals to the United States Su- 
preme Court. 


Government’s Contentions. 


“The statute is sought to be sus- 
tained upo nthe theory (and it is 
the only possible theory) that it is 
an appropriation for the general 
welfare of the United States... . 
The obvious limitation of this pow- 
er is that the welfare be national,” 
said the Court. 

“The. mere declaration in the 
statute that it is enacted to meet 
an emergency or for the general 
welfare adds nothing to its con- 
stitutionality,” the opinion said at 
another point. 

“The argument that the emer- 
gency relief appropriation act of 
1935, making» the most stupendous 
single appropriation ever made by 
a legislative body, was necessary to 
meet an emergency dye to a uni- 
versal depression and trisis is not 
sufficient to expand the power of 
Congress to tax and spend for 
purposes exclusively within the re- 
served powers of the states,” the 
Court said. 

“The fundamental question in- 
volved is the total lack of consti- 
tutional power on the part of Con- 
gress to put into operation through 
legislation a (resettlement) project 
such as is here contemplated.”

The Missouri Pacific Railroad 
Co., in bankruptcy under the 
amended bankruptcy act since 
March 31, 1933, had a 1935 deficit 
of $15,241,695, after making book- 
keeping provision for interest 
charges, it was shown in the annual 
report of Guy A. Thompson, trus- 
tee, made public today. As the 
company has not been able to pay 
interest on funded debt, its total 
accumulated liability on account of 
matured unpaid interest at the end 
of the year was $49,550,956. 

The company’s 1935 operating 
revenue was $74,578,498 as com- 
pared with $73,435,590 in 1934. The 
increase was $1,142,908, or 1.56 per 
cent. Operating expenses, how- 
ever, increased 4.06 per cent, or $2,- 
369,734, being $60,750,184, compared 
with $58,380,449 the year before. 

During the year the trustee paid 
$2,877,400 of equipment trust 
notes. The company’s unmatured 
funded debt at the end of the year 
was $361,066,000, and its loans and 
bills payable were $25,347,183. Total 
assets and liabilities were balanced 
at $660,747,793. Investment in road 
and equipment was $534,525,521. 

Accumulated unpaid dividends on 
the company’s 5 per cent preferred 
stock, of which $71,800,100 is out- 
standing, amounted to $69.50 a 
share, or a total of $49,901,069, at 
the end of the year. 

Passenger revenue for 1935 was 
$4,184,569 as compared with $3,932.- 
744 the year before, an increase of 
6.4 per cent. Freight revenue for 
1935 was $63,508,741 compared with 
$62,848,601 in 1934, an increase of 
1.05 per cent. Total operating rev- 
enue was 46.7 per cent under the 


high year of 1929.

Joe Louis’ punching power in a few words. 


Charley Harvey says: 


“It isn’t a matter of one thing. He’s got everything!” 


Now Charley Harvey probably 
knows as much about fighters and 
fighting as any man _ alive. He 
would undoubtedly prefer that we 
speak of them as boxers, and of 


their game as boxing, because Char- | 


ley Harvey regards the manly art 
as strictly a science, and not the 
crude pursuit that synonyms of 
combat might suggest. 

Charley Harvey has always been 
a profound admirer of scientific 
boxers, which is not surprising be- 
cause he has been associated with 
some of the most scientific men the 
|'game has ever produced, notably 
Jim Driscoll of England. Many old- 
timers assert that Driscoll was the 
cleverest man that ever wore box- 
ing gloves. 

He was one of quite a number of 
English fighters that Harvey im- 
ported to this country during a 
| managerial career that has covered | 
Many years. Ted Kid Lewis, who. 
| won the welterweight championship | 
of the world, was a protege of Har- 
| vey's, though Lewis reached his 
peak in this country, and had more |

than the English. 
The Natural Equipment. 

“Louis’ natural source of puncn- 
ing power is his rear shoulder mus- 
cles,” says Harvey. “They are su- 
perbly developed. They are loose, 
and strong. Now then, add to this 
natural source, Lewis’ boxing intel- 
ligence, his co-ordination, his sense 
of timing, his accuracy, his balance, 
and you've got the answer—EV- 
ERYTHING. That’s the secret of 
his punching power—EVERY- 
THING. 

“To me,” Charley Harvey con- 
tinues, “the beauty of Louis is his 
superb balance when he is punch- 
ing. Most fighters go off balance 
when they fire a punch, but Louis 
has mastered the art of always 
keeping in balance. [I love to see 
that in a fighter.

Bookies and Old-age Pension. 


ANDBOOKS, illegal in al- 

most every state and closed up 
tighter than a drum in Chicago 
and other large population  cen- 
ters, may become whiter’ than 
snow, in Michigan. 

Voters there next fall will bave 
an opportunity to ballot on a plan 
to license handbooks at $1500 an- 
nually, the proceeds to go to the 
old-age pension fund. 

Our local experience has been 
that some of the sma:ii time hand- 


bookies would thengselves be glad 
to get their names on the pension 
rolls, long before old age over- 
takes them. Handbooking has 
ceased to be the profitable game 
that it once was. 

Whatever disposition may be 
made of the fee, the bookies 
seem to deserve recognition. It 
appears inconsistent for any state 
to declare it illegal for a man to 
handle racing bets, paid off on 
mutuel odds, when the same state 
legalizes mutuel betting. 


Might as well recognize the 
bookies and put a little more 
money in the state treasury, since 
that is the state’s sole interest in 
whitewashing race track bet- 
ting.

Another means of encouraging 
junior players, would be the setting 
up of centers of tennis where some 
older person who likes young people 
and is interested in their games, 
would be the guiding influence. It 
should be some person who does it 
because he enjoys doing it, not be- 
cause he-has to do it. There is a 
great difference between these two 
points of view, and children quick- 
ly sense it. For example at the 
Golden Gate Park, in San Francis- 
co, there used to be Dr. Marvin, 
who loved tennis and found great 
pleasure in encouraging the boys in 
their games. He would watch them 
play. They would come to him with 
questions. Among the boys he en- 
couraged in those days was Maurice 
McLoughlin, who became the fa- 
mous and spectacular “comet” in 
tennis. Also William Johnston, one 
of the best players tennis has ever 
known, and Clarence “Péck” Grif- 
fin, who was among the best dou- 
bles players in the world and who 
won many titles. There were a 
dozen other players, at the time, 
who ‘were nearly as good as these 
though—and all were under the 
guidance of Dr. Marvin. Proof 
enough of what can be done in de- 
veloping good players by a person 
who is genuinely interested in 
young people and in sport, and who 
is able to share his enthusiasm with 
them. 

Much Depends on Teachers. 


William C. Fuller, at the Berkeley 
Tennis Club, who is the head of the 
Junior Committee, has had the 
same sort of influence upon the 
many young players with whom he 
has come into contact. There must 
be others like them in this country. 

Of course a leader must know 
tennis and, at the same time, have 
that particular kind of enthusiasm 
that appeals to the young. I re- 
member distinctly, from my own 
younger days, how boring I thought 
some people were who sought to 
instruct me in the game. I thought 
them tiresome, and closed my ears 
stubbornly to any of their advice, 
good or bad.

Young players can learn a tre- 
mendous lot by seeing the best 
players in action, if they are for- 
tunate enough to live near the 
courts where they practice or if 
they can see them in tournaments. 
But this is often not possible. The 
next best thing is to see movies— 
especially the slow-motion kind, 
where the swing of the racquet 
is followed by dots on the film to 
show exactly what the path of the 
racquet has been. Every tennis club 
should have movies like this, so 
that the juniors, as well as the 
older players; can see them and 
learn what cofrect form is. Also 
movies of this sort will be very 
helpful for schools where athletics 
include tennis. And they could be 
used, as well, in recreational cen- 
ters, and in connection with public 
playgrounds where there are courts. 

Ideal Game for Youngsters. 

I may seem  over-enthusiastic 
about the value of tennis for chil- 
dren and young people—but it may 
readily be understood in view of 
the fact that I'so adore the game. 
I have tried it out, one might 
say, thoroughly, and can say with 
no hesitation that it is an ideal 
sport for young people. Its me- 
chanics are simple, and it can easily 
be understood. It does not con- 
flict with school work or studies— 
provided that school hours do not 
last too late in the afternoon. To 
my mind, late school hours are a 
great mistake. Children can learn 
just as much, and be more healthy, 
if their day is divided into two 
parts—the morning for study, the 
afternoon for play and _ sport. 
Health is just as important as 
learning. 


Tennis is rapidly growing in pop- 
ularity, and is an_ international 
sport, at the same time, it is demo- 
cratic. Everybody can afford to 
play. All that is needed is more 
public courts. It offers wonderful 
exercise to all ages, and to the 
school child a healthful activity 
which is beneficial both mentally, 
morally and physically.

Haig Lacked Faith in U. S. Army, 
Just Before Armistice, Diary Shows 


British Commander, Biographer Writes, Also 
Decided on Peace Because French 
Morale Was Destroyed. 


By the Associated Press. 


LONDON, May 18. — Utter ex-| 


haustion of the French armies, 
coupled with the condition of Amer- 
ica’s “ill equipped, half trained” 
forces, says a new biography, led 
Britain’s wartime commander-in 
chief, Sir Douglas Haig, to decide 
on peace with the Germans three 
weeks before the Armistice was 
signed, Nov. 11, 1918. 

The biography is a study of Haig 
written by Duff Cooper, British 
Secretary for War. 

“The French and ..merican armies 
are not capable of making a serious 
offensive now,” Haig wrote in his 
diary on Oct. 19, 1918, the book re- 
veals. “The British alone might 
bring the enemy to his knees.” 

In a conference at 10 Downing 
street, with Lloyd George, Lord Mil- 
ner and Bonar Law, Haig outlined 
his reasons for ending the war de- 
spite the fact that the Hindenburg 
line had been shattered and the 
Germans were in flight. 

“The German Army,” he said, “is 
capable of retiring to its own fron- 
tier, and holding that line if there 
should be any attempt to touch the 
honor of the German people and 
make them fight with the courage 
of despair. 

Allied Army Situation. 

“The situation of the 
armies is as follows: 

“French army: Worn out, and 
has not beer really fighting lat- 
terly. It has been freely said that 
the ‘war is over’ and ‘we don’t wish 
to lose our lives now that peace is 
in sight.’ 


Allied 


“American Army: Is not yet or-| 
ganized. It is ili equipped, half 
trained, with insufficient suppiy 
services. Experienced officers and 
N. C. O.’s are lacking. 

“British Army: Was never more 
efficient than it is today. But it 
has fought hard, and it lacks rein- 
forcements. With diminishing ef- 
fectives, morale is bound to suffer.” 

Haig’s whole attitude toward the 
American expeditionary force, as 
pointed out by Cooper, eventually 
stirred the resentment of General 
Pershing—so much so that Haig 
hurriedly dispatched a note of ex- 
planation. 


Explanation to Pershing. 


“Dear General Pershing,” he 
wrote the American commander, “I 
have just heard that some of the 
remarks which I made at the con- 
ference at Senlis on Saturday, in 
French, were misinterpreted so as 
to give an idea of ‘failure’ to the 
work of the American army since 
it came to France. I write at once 
to correct this most incorrect im- 
pression of what I said. 

“I yield to no one in my admira- 
tion for the grand fighting qualities 
of the American soldier and the 
manner in which you and your staff 
have overcome the greatest difficul- 
ties during the past year.” 

Pershing replied, courteously but 
briefly, that he was “more than 
satisfied with the official correction 
which you have made.” 

Of Pershing himself, Haig wrote: 
“He is a fine type of man, honest 
and apparently determined to do 
what he believes to be right.” 


POPE 10 LEAVE THE VATICAN 
TO DEDIGATE CHURCH PALACE 


Going to Rome Saturday to. Open 
Headquarters of Administrative 
Bodies. 

By the Associated Press. 

VATICAN CITY, May 18.—Pope 
Pius XI will leave the Vatican next 
Saturday to inaugurate in Rome 
the largest palace ever built by a 
Pope. This is the Palace of the 
Congregations, or administrative 
bodies of the church. It is in the 
Trastevere quarter of Rome, one of 
the poorest sections of the city. 

The Pope’s short trip to Traste- 
vere will be the first time he has 
left the Vatican to go to Rome pro- 
per since October, 1933, when he 
visited the Church of St. Mary 
Major. He passed through Rome 
the last two summers on his way 
to the papal summer villa of Castel 
Gandolfo. 

The Pope will be met by the 
Cardinals ‘acting as chairmen of the 
various congregations and by many 
of the other Cardinals functioning 
on these executive committees. 

The land on which the huge edi- 
fice is built belonged to the Italian 
Government until it was handed 
over to the Vatican under the 1929 
Lateran treaty. Known as the St. 
Calixtus Palace, the new executive 
office building rises five stories, 
and contains the Congregations of 
the Council of Rites, of Sacraments, 
of the Religious and of the Consis- 
torial. 


18 SPANISH CAVALRY OFFICERS 
JAILED FOR INSUBORDINATION 


Refused to Move Troops as Or- 
dered; One Killed, 18 Hurt in

MADRID, May 18.—Eighteen cav- 
alry officers were reported arrested 
and sent to Guadalajara military 
prison today for refusing to move 
their troops.

DR. NAHUM SOKOLOW, 
ZIONIST LEADER DIES 


President of Palestine Agency 
for Four Years—Writer on 
Jewish Philosophy. 


LONDON, May 18. — (Palcor 
Agency.)—Dr. Nahum Sokolow, 75 
years old, olitstanding Jewish lead- 


er, died here last night. 

He was honorary president of the 
World Zionist organization and the 
Jewish Agency for Palestine. He 
had been president of these two in- 
ternational bodies from 1931 to 
1935. 

Regarded as the dean of Hebrew 
literature and also as one of the 
foremost diplomatists and scholars 
of the Jewish people in modern 
times, Dr. Sokolow was a principal 
figure at the Paris peace confer- 
ence. There he helped to obtain the 
right for.the Jewish people to re- 
establish the Jewish National Home 
in Palestine. 

In the course of his travels in the 
interests of the Zionist movement 
he had conference with the leaders 
of virtually every nation, including 
several Presidents of the United 
States. 

One of the founders of the mod- 
ern Zionist movement, Dr. Soko- 
low was born in 1861 at Wyzsogrod, 
near Plock, Poland. Launching 
upon a literary career in youth, he 
became editor of Hazefira, a famous 
Hebrew periodical, in 1884. It was 
his work during this period in cre- 
ating a new type of Hebrew news- 
paper which earned for him the 
title of “the founder of modern He- 
brew journalism.” 

During his life time he wrote in- 
numerable treatises and volumes on 
Jewish culture and _ philosophy, 
belles-lettres and Zionist problems. 
His “History of Zionism,” a _ two- 
volume work, is regarded as a 
standard authority on the subject. 

Specializing in philosophy and 
modern languages, Dr. Sokolow 
contributed to the leading Eu- 
ropean journals in _ various lan- 
guages. He could read and write 
in Hebrew, Yiddish, English, Pol- 
ish, Russian, French, Greek, Italian, 
German and others. His versatility 
could be seen in the fact that he 
wrote a geography, a primer of*self- 
instruction in English and biogra- 
phy of Spinoza. 


Dr. Sokolow visited St. Louis in 
1932 in connection with the cam- 
paign for reconstruction funds for 
Palestine.

Army Forces President Te- 
jada Sorzano to Resign, 
Calls Chaco Hero, Col.- 


Toro, to Rule.

LA PAZ, Bolivia, May 18.—A pro- 
visional junta of soldiers and So- 
cialists ruled Bolivia today after 
forcing out the civilian govern- 
ment of President Jose Luis Tejada 
Sorzano. 

The new council called Col. 
David Toro, hero of the war with 
Paraguay, back from the Gran 
Chaco to become President, forced 
suspension of a general strike move- 
ment and proclaimed as its objec- 
tive to “orient the nation toward a 
socialistic state by prudent, grad- 
ual means, without convulsions.” 

Advices from the interior indi- 


cated no disorders. Bolivia has a 
population of nearly 3,000,000. 

The overturn of the Government 
was the second to follow the long 
Chaco war. Three months ago the 
Paraguayan army ousted President 
Eusebio Ayala of Paraguay and in- 
stalled Col. Rafael Franco as chief 
executive. 

Col. German Busch, acting chief 
of the Bolivian army general staff, 
led the uprising. 

So sudden was the movement 
that President Tejada Sorzano 
worked at his desk until late Sat- 
urday night, left the palace with- 
out noticing the slightest indication 
of a plot and announced he would 
return to his office this morning. 
The revolt came into the open when 
a.sub-Lieutenant went to the pal- 
ace at 4 a. m. yesterday and noti- 
fied the chief of the guard of the 
army’s intention to take power. 
The guards’ chief, Capt. Aguirre, 
was arrested. 


President Resigns. 


Col. Busch then went at the head 
of a delegation of militarists and 
Socialists to the home of the 
President. He demanded Te- 
jada Sorzano’s resignation and re- 
ceived it promptly. The deposed 
President went into retirement in 
his home, 


Heading the provisional junta un- 
til Col. Toro’s return, Col. Busch 
issued a manifesto announcing cre- 
ation of the new Government and 
calling for “reconstruction of the 
country at a moment of intense 
public agitation, lack of confidence, 
financial and economic exhaustion 
and other grave dangers which 
threaten national ruin.” 

Army spokesmen maintained the 
people were opposed to elections 
called for May 31 and a general 
strike which started Friday night 
imperiled Bolivia's economic sta- 
bility. 

The labor federation, in sympa- 
thy with the new Government, sus- 
pended the strike movement. An 
early settlement of the walkout ap- 
parently was in prospect. 

The new Government announced 
its desire to prepare the people for 
a “free election” later. Col. Toro 
was the candidate of the National 
Socialist party of war veterans and 
students. 

All Treaties Recognized. 

The new Foreign Minister, En- 
rique Baldivieso, Socialist leader, 
said, “The new Government recog- 
nizes all pacts with all nations and 
hopes to maintain friendly relations 
with all countries.” '

Hogs and Suits of Clothes, 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
RESIDENT ROOSEVELT, in his New 
York speech, made this suggestive 

comparison: “Before the war, a Nebras- 
ka farmer could take a 200-pound hog 
to market and buy a suit of clothes made 
in New York. But in 1932, to get that 
game suit of clothes, he had to take two 
and a half hogs to market.” 

If the garment workers had reduced 
the prices of the suits 60 per cent-—to the 
one-hog level—there would’have been 10 
giut in either the hog or the clothing 
market. The pre-war parity between 
farm and factory prices would have been 
re-established. This would have also re 
established the pre-war parity between 
the necessities of life and that half of 
the population known as consumers. The 
pre-war level would create a demand for 
two and a half times as many suits, and 


' the garment workers could not supply 
the demand without largely increasing |° 


their working force, 

Higher wages do not increase the worx- 
ers’ standard of: living. From “Real 
Wages in the United States,” by Prof. 
Douglass, we get this information: In 
1890, factory wages averaged $11.94 
weekly; in 1920, when Mr. Roosevelt said 
the depression began, the average was 
$33.81. As wages increased, the cost of 
living increased at the same rate; so 
that in 1920, with nearly three times the 
number of dollars, the purchasing power 
was 3 per cent less than in 1890. At no 
time between the two dates did the pur- 
chasing power of a week's wages exceed 
that of the basic date. 

William Green recently stated that 
wages increased 6 per cent last year, 
while purchasing power increased only 
one-tenth of 1 per cent. The past 40 
years tell the same story. 

Prior to 1900, the price of hogs played 
around 4 and 5 cents a pound, and con- 
sumption of meat averaged 217 pounds 
per capita. After the turn of the cen- 
tury, hog prices began an increase that 
carried them above 10 cents. As prices 
increased, consumption decreased, and, 
according to the Yearbook of the De- 
partment of Agriculture for 1921, con- 
sumption dropped from 215.9 pounds per 
capita in 1900 to 183.8 pounds in 1920. 
Meat consumption was 147 pounds in 
1930, and is now close to 120, under pres- 
ent prices. The farmers are selling about 
half as many hogs at 10 cents a pound as 
they would sell at 5 cents. 

Practically all prices have doubled in 
the last 40 years, and consumption has 


decreased to take care of the increased ' 


prices. Instead of eating three square 
meals daily, people eat one meal and 
two lunches. Half as much cloth dresses 
the women, half as much leather makes 
the footwear, three-room houses have 
taken the place of 10- and 15room resi- 
dences, half as many books are sold.

| ‘TRADE TREATY WITH FRANCE. 

Revival of international trade is viewed by most 
economic authorities as one of the requirements for 
emergence of the nations from the world depression. 
Secretary Hull has been directing his efforts to this 
end by means of a series of reciprocal trade treaties, 
the thirteenth of which has just been signed with 
France, this country’s fifth best customer abroad. 
If one may judge by the example of its predecessors, 
notably the treaty with Canada, the results will be 
beneficial to both nations in the increased employ- 
ment that flows from increased trade. 

France was one of the leaders in the widespread 
movement to enact higher tariff barriers against the 
United States after passage of the Hawley-Smbot 
Tariff Act in 1930. By means of a restrictive quota 
system, the French Government materially reduced 
imports from America, The results of the ensuing 
trade war were nothing short of disastrous to both 
countries. A few figures will show why the State 
Department described the situation as “an unprece- 
dented decline in the value of the trade between the 
countries.” 

This country’s exports to France totaled $265,591,- 
895 in 1929. In 1930, the figure was $223,960,243. In 
1931, after the Hawley-Smoot law had taken effect, 
it fell almost 50 per cent, to $121,819,903. For 1934, 
exports were $115,936,674. 

France sold to the United States $171,485,155 worth 
of goods in 1929, and $113,774,639 worth in 1930. Its 
exports, too, showed a precipitous drop in 1931, to 
$79,174,226. In 1934, they had fallen to $61,037,255. 

These shrinkages, of course, were caused in part by 
the depression, but the tariff war is widely viewed 
as one cause of the depression’s unparalleled se- 
verity. 

By mutual reductions in restrictions, Mr. Hull en- 

visages restoration of at least part of the lost trade. 
The markets of France are opened to larger quanti- 
ties of American fruits, tobacco, motion pictures, 
some types of automobiles, farm machinery and trac- 
tors, radios, refrigerating apparatus—all items in 
which this country’s producers excel. In return, 
American markets are opened to products on which 
France has won renown: various kinds of wine, 
brandy, lace, silks, cheese, candied fruits and other 
so-called “luxury” items. 
As invariably occurs, there will be protests on both 
sides that the other country has “out-traded” its own 
representatives. Special interests do not bear in 
mind that the welfare of the whole country super- 
sedes their own. Increased mass buying power, re- 
sulting in greater production, invariably swells the 
demand for all classes of products. 

An instance in Federal revenue may be cited. The 
increased duty on French champagnes actually 
brought ‘a reduction in revenue. When the rate went 
up from 67 to 80 cents a bottle, imports dropped to 
half the former total. 

Critics of the trade agreements have cited the ad- 
vantage held by foreign nations with devalued cur- 
rencies. This factor is taken into consideration in 
the pact with France, through a provision making 
possible modification or termination of the agree- 
ment on 30 days’ notice should the relative value of 
the two countries’ currencies change so greatly as 
to injure the commerce of either. 

Only by actual test, of course, can the value of 
any particular trade agreement be estimated. All 
signs point, however, to a resumption of trade activ- 
ities with France that will be mutually beneficial. 
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MORALLY DISQUALIFIED. 

The Board of Election Commissioners has notified

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“SMEARING” COL. KNOX. 

The result of the Illinois presidential primary was 
succinctly stated by Senator Borah. “I carried IIli- 
nois,” he said. “Col. Knox carried Chicago.” Sub- 
sequently, Mr. Knox’s headquarters claimed the dele- 
gates instructed for Mr. Borah on the ground that 
the instructions were not binding, that at most they 
indicated a preference which the delegates were at 
liberty to ignore. 

When he recovered from the shock, Mr. Borah wrote 
Mr. Knox, asking him if he approved the reported 
attitude of his campaign managers. Mr. Knox replied 
that all he knew about it was what he had seen in 
the papers, and promised to look into the matter 


when he got home. No further answer to Mr. Borah’s 
question has been made. 

Since then, an examination of the Chicago tally has 
assertedly revealed that some precincts voted solidly 
for Mr. Knox and in at least two precincts the num- 
ber of votes cast exceeded the registration. So far 
as we know, no charge has been made reflecting upon 
Mr. Knox, unless Mr. Borah’s question could be so 
construed. But Mr. Knox finally has taken cog- 
nizance of the developments, which he characterizes 
“as an effort to smear me.”

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OUR FADING MESSIABS. 

America’s self-appointed messiahs are not doing 
so well. In Oregon, supposedly a Gibraltar of the 
Townsendites, Senator McNary swamped two ardent 
followers of the Long Beach doctor in the senatorial 
primary. At Washington, the inflationary Frazier- 
Lemke bill, for which Father Goughlin had been 
whooping it up, was badly defeated. An analysis 
of the vote indicates that the radio priest influenced 
about 20 of the 142 votes for the bill, the remainder 
being cast by Representatives with rural constit- 
uencies who probably would have favored the bill 
without any urging. 

From all indications, Dr. Townsend and his fan- 
tastic pension plan are through. Dissension among 
the Townsend plan leaders was followed by a con- 
gressional probe which revealed the huge profits 
being reaped by insiders from the nickels and dimes 
contributed by the aged. This revelation proved far 
more effective, apparently, in disillusioning Town- 
send followers than the many able opinions of econ- 
omists that the plan was unworkable. In any event, 
the Townsend movement has faded to a whisper. 

Perhaps it is too early to count out Father 
Coughlin, for he still has a very large following of 
persons who are impressed with his ideas on the 
money problem. These ideas are gaining no headway 
in Congress,. however, which, prior to the adverse 
vote on the Frazier-Lemke bill, ditched the Patman 
plan for paying the bonus, which Father Coughlin 
advocated. 

As for the third great messianic movement which 
has arisen since the depression, Share-the-Wealth, 
it died with its founder, Huey Long. 

It is well that the country’s common sense is 
asserting itself and that trick solutions for the de- 
pression are no longer commanding great prestige. 
Depressions are never licked by prestidigitation. 
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IF HISTORY REPEATS. 

The passing of Mrs. Lydia Ann Graham of Brush 
Run, W. Va., a few days ago, has not received the 
notice which is its due. She was a pensioner of the 
War of 1812 and her death, at the age of 99, leaves 
two others who are still getting money from the 
Federal Government as a result of that conflict of 
a century and a quarter ago—one widow and one 
daughter of a veteran. 

Mrs. Graham was only 32 when she became the 
wife of Isaac Graham, a veteran. At the time of 
their marriage, he was 79. He died at the age of 91, 
or when she was 44. Thus, she drew a pension for 
55 years. We should be the last to take so much 
as a rose leaf from Mrs. Graham’s romance,.but we 
cannot refrain from wondering whether a similar 
case will grow out of the World War. If so, and 
if the mathematics of the New York Sun can be 
relied upon, the war of 1917-18 will be drawing 
on the public treasury until 2041.

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CONQUEST INSPIRES CONQUEST. 

The failure of other Powers to prevent Japan’s 
seizure of Manchuria was undoubtedly one of the 
factors that inspired Mussolini to undertake his con- 
quest of Ethiopia. Now that Italy apparently is suc- 
cessful in its aggression, Japan in turn is encouraged 
to take another step against China, as shown in the 
landing of several thousand troops at Tientsin. One 
conquest thus inspires another, and the end is not yet. 

Japan’s several explanations—that the move is to 
fight Communism, to pacify the region and to protect 
Japanese nationals—fail to conceal the long-run ob- 
jective, the subjugation of all North China. Aside 
from Chinese protests, the only official criticism thus 
far is the contention by foreign diplomats that Japan 
is entitled to bring in only protective forces under 
the terms of the Boxer protocol, concluded after the 
"Chinese uprising of 1900. This seems somewhat far- 
fetched, since it has hitherto had no effect whatever 
to point out that Japan has violated the Nine-Power 
Treaty, the Kellogg Pact and the League Covenant. 

The conquering nations just now are having their 
will with only slight obstructions to overcome. And 
each time an expedition of one is successful, other 
conquerors receive aid and comfort therefrom. To 
so low a state has the rule of international law 
fallen. . 
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A Congressional committee was told the other day 
that Maine got $11,000,000 from the Federal Gov- 
ernment for malaria control, though there isn’t a case 
of malaria in the whole State. Those Maine back- 
woodsmen, we should say, are pretty slick city slick- 
ers, 
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RELIEF AND JOB REFUSALS. 

The Federal Emergency Relief Administration has 
conducted a series of studies in communities where 
rumors of job refusals by persons on relief were 
especially common. It now reports the evidence as 
showing that the seriousness of the job-refusal prob- 
lem has been greatly exaggerated. 

In five communities—Baltimore, Washington, D. C.. 
Buffalo, Memphis and Alleghany County, Va.—investi- 
¥Kators found only 20 instances of unjustified refusal 
of jobs among 603 cases calling for investigation. 
This means about 3 per cent among all job refusals, 
but a much smaller fraction if based on all those on 
relief in the communities investigated. With the 
exception of these 20, all refusals were found to have 
been due to physical disability, responsibility for 
small children or invalids, recent employment and the 
like—all good reasons. 

It appears from this investigation thai the vast 
majority of persons on relief are eager to get off 
and will take almost any kind of employment in 
order to do so, The communities studied do not, of 
course, embrace the whole of the Union, but they 
include Northern and Southern, rural and urban. 
industrial and agricultural populations, and hence 
appear to be a fair cross-section of the country,

agers, maintained large wall maps of their 

operations in the United States, half a 
hundred cities would be marked with the 
red push-pin that means “trouble area.” 
These would be the “Better Business Bureau 
towns.” 

If you live in one of these cities, your 
bureau protects your purse in a hundred 
Ways you never even suspect. Should you 
become involved in a sharper’s scheme, you 
may, as nearly 300,000 people did last year, 
take your troubles directly to the bureau. 
Here a sympathetic and informed listener 
will see you through the labyrinth. 

It will cost you nothing—bureaus are sup- 
ported by the reputable business houses of 
your community who are members. Swindles 
which might amount to hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars never happen, because your 
bureau has spiked the sharper’s guns before 
he got them fairly into position. 

These outposts of public service originated 
nealy 25 years ago. The “patent-medicine 
school” of advertising was then in its fullest 
flower, and business was infested with rack- 
ets and bunco schemes that siphoned mil- 
lions from the channels of legitimate trade 


into the. pockets of crooks.

In 1911, the Associated Advertising Clubs 
of the World appointed a committee to see 
what could be done. The result was what 
is now the National Better Business Bureau, 
with headquarters in New York City. The 
function of this body is to combat business 
abuses that are national in scope. 

It was quickly seen that local groups 
would also be necessary, for each city had 
its own coterie of racketeers and business 
chiselers; these could not be effectively dealt 
with by a single national bureau.’ And so 
the first local bureau was formed in Minne- 
apolis. There are now 53 in the United States 
and Canada. 

Although each bureau is an independent 
project of its own community, all are affili- 
ated through a national association. The 
files of some of the larger bureaus contain 
as many as 200,000 entries concerning fraud- 
ulent schemes. This information is available 
to other bureaus and to the public. 

Bureaus also maintain shopping staffs, 


who police the newspaper ads,* comparing 


actual articles with the advertisers’ descrip- 
tions of them. If an advertised “camel’s- 
hair coat,” purehased by a shopper, is found 
by textile experts to be half cotton, the ad- 
vertiser must answer. And his answer had 
better be good, for no reputable newspaper 
in a bureau town will knowingly publish 
misleading advertising. 

With the exception of an authorized vol- 
ume on bureau anti-racket work, bureaus 
mever recommend anything. Hence, when 
you encounter the phrase “recommended by 
the Better Business Bureau” (racketeers 
sometimes use it in their literature) you will 
know at once that something is seriously 
amiss. Nor can bureaus give legal advice. 
They can, however, take your part whenever 
you are victimized by any sort of misrepre- 
sentation or fraud, and they can, if you will 
“investigate before you invest,” save you 
from being victimized im the first place. 

The coast-to-coast chain of bureaus pre- 
sents g combination even the cleverest con- 
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fidence men find it hard to beat. In some 
cases, the bureaus gather complete evidence 
against an offender, then turn it over to the 
prosecuting authorities and see it through 
the courts. At this moment, 261 bureau-in- 
stigated cases are pending in the United 
States and Canadian courts. But often the 
job is handled without troubling these au- 
thorities. 
* > > 

A few months ago, a gentleman arrived 
in San Francisco, representing a “far-flung 
society to foster and encourage American- 
ism.” His main office, he claimed, was in 
New York City; branches were opening in 
all parts of the country. Branch manager- 
ships were, incidentally, for sale at $300 
each. 

On the San Francisco bureau, however, his 
patriotic fervor was wasted. They tele- 
graphed the New York bureau, verified their 
conviction that the scheme was a racket, 
learned that the New York “home office” 
consisted of a mailing address in a typewrit- 
er-cleaning establishment, and that the bald- 
headed promoter, who sponsored “American- 
ism” under one alias, put on a toupee and 
operated a puff-sheet under another. The 
swindler at once saw the advisability of get- 
ting out of San Francisco. 

Simultaneously, letters went to 52 bureaus. 
One of them reached Portland at the same 
time he did. No sooner had he set up 
his racket again than the Portland bureau 
quashed it. In bureau cities, at least, he’s 
through. 

Again, in Long Beach, Cal., the bureau 
lately picked up news of a swindler who was 
promoting a stock listed on a large Eastern 
stock exchange. The inter-bureau wing-play 
again went into action, and in 48 hours this 
exchange, learning that one of its stocks was 
being racketized, removed it from the lists. 
No one will ever know just how much mon- 
ey this move saved over-credulous investors. 
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Here are a few of the rackets the bureaus 
have exposed and battled during the past 
quarter of a century. There have been stock 
swindles, real estate swindles, insurance 
swindles and charity swindles; swindles in 
every conceivable type of merchandise from 
trucks to teakettles and pajamas, and in all 
manner of livestock and poultry; in ceme- 
teries, factories, warehouses and boats; in 
employment, talent of all kinds, lotteries, oil, 
advertising, gas, steel and gold; there have 
been heawse-chasers, heir-chasers and spin- 
ster-chasers. There have been rackets in 
religion, philosophy, psychology, medicine, 
vanity, temperance and intemperance. Each 
day there are new ones around the corner. 

Better Business bureaus urge people to re- 
port transactions that have aroused their 
suspicions. Through tips from private citi- 
zens, bureaus acquire much information 
used as ammunition against rackets. And 
through their steady pursuit of those who 
operate “within the law,” but outside the 
bounds of honesty, “bureau towns” enjoy a 
wide reputation in the underworld as excel- 
lent places not to visit.

The 
fact is that th- 12 years of Re- 
publican rule up to 1932 cov- 
ered the period of the greatest 
concentration of corporate pow- 
er, the fastest growth toward 
monopoly, the most drastic de 
struction of competition, the 
largest amount of price-fixing, 
in the whole history of the Re- 
public. Now anyone who wishes 
to oppose a state collectivism, 
like the NRA or AAA must be 
prepared to oppose private mo- 
nopoly and to demand the res- 
toration of competition. 

For a truly competitive sys 
tem may e able to regulate 
itself. But a system of private 
monopolies will not regulate it- 
self. If the country is to go 
back to the American economy, 
and that is what a growing mul- 
titude wish, it must restore the 
competition which monopoly and 
concentrated corporate power 
have destroyed. 

” * * 

Among the Republicans, there 
are many who see this clearly 
and sincerely wish to take this 
line. Men seemingly as far apart 
as Senator Borah and Ogden 
Mills have seen the handwrit- 
ing on the wall, have realized 
that it is no use attacking col- 
lectivism unless there is a gen- 
uine move to restore competi- 
tion. Gov. Landon, in his radio 

interview the other day, was 
particularly enlightened and re- 
assuring on this point when he 
said that government must in- 
tervene i- business, but that it 
must intervene to restore fair 
competition and not as, under 
NRA, to multiply ard perpetu- 
ate private monopolies. 

But this view is contrary to 
the record of the Republican 
party under Harding, Coolidge 
and Hoover. The record is one 
of tolerance and encouragement 
of private monopoly. Moreover, 
there is a vast amount of Repub- 
lican propaganda about “liberty” 
which appears to mean only the 
liberty of monopolists to practice 
monopoly. That is not what lib- 
erty means in the American po- 
litical tradition, and the Repub- 
licans will have to make that 
clear in their platform if they 
wish to avoid the charge that 
their return to power means a 
return to the order of things 
which ended in the depression. 

They will have to make it clear 
that they do not propose to let 
monopolistic business alone, that 
their quarrel with the New Deal 
is that the Government has fos- 
tered monopoly and entrenched 
it, that it is competitive business 
which they mean not to meddle 
with, that what they are aiming 
at is an economy which does not 
have to be regulated from Wash- 
ington because it regulates itself 
by free competition in the open 
market.

The skeleton in the Democrat- 
ic closet is Mr. Roosevelt's per- 
sonal affection for a_ directed 
collectivist order.

Therefore, if they wish to 
attack Mr. Roosevelt as a collec- 
tivist, they must break with their 
own recent past and become the 
exponents of a free economy 
ruled by competitive markets.

UF GROUP MEDICINE 


In St. Louis Talk He Cites 
Danger of Political Control 
—Points to Germany. 


Dr. Morris Fishbein, editor of 
the American Medical Journal, said 
last night Americans soon would 
have to choose between the in- 
dividual type of medical practice 
they have known and the newer 
standardized systems of medicine 
which have developed under social 
security programs. 

He spoke at the final session of 
the spring Liberal Forum program 
at the Y. M. H. A. 

Dr. Fishbein said he thought the 
medical profession would have the 
co-operation of the people of this 
country “who have learned medi- 
cine as it is given to them today is 
the highest type of medicine that 
exists anywhere in the world.” He 
cited the experience of Germany 
with health insurance as an exam- 
ple of the evils of group medicine. 

“When the modern German gets 
his pay envelope,” Dr. Fishbein 
said, “he finds the Government has 
deducted from his salary a sum for 
the veterans, for persons on relief, 
sickness insurance, unemployment 
insurance, for burial and, if a mar- 
ried man, for maternity wards in 
hospitals. 

“The saddest thing about the 
German system, which has become 
in a way a system of state medi- 
cine, is the demonstration of what 
the politicians can do to a medical 
profession and to sickness. care. 
The head of the German sickness 
insurance system has _ suddenly 
taken an immense interest not in 
scientific medicine, but in what we 
call the “naturo-pathic” system of 
practice, whose adherents believe 


jthe real life for the human being 


is to get away from all this scien- 
tific medicine, pafticularly as many 
of the great discoveries were de- 
veloped by men who were Jewish 
or related to work sponsored by 
Jewish funds. 

“That is happening to a medical 
system owned and controlled by the 
state and taken over by politicians 
who don’t happen to be of the right 
kind. Knowing what our demo- 
cratic government is, any of you 
can imagine what would happen if 
a President were elected who 
thinks that the chiropractic prac- 
tice is the only real system.”

Roosevelt Kitchen Catches 
Fancy of Delinquent Girls 


And National Training School Gets Its First 
Gas Stove Following Their Visit as 
Guests of President’s Wife. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 18. — The 
White House party which gave 60 
delinquent girls a personal ac- 
quaintance with Mrs. Franklin D. 
Rosevelt was the topic yesterday of 
their Sunday school lesson. 

They were back at the bare old 
chapel of the Federally-owned Na- 
tional Training School for Girls, 
outfitted in old-fashioned school 
desks, where they held their dress 
rehearsals for the big doings at the 


White House yesterday. 

But the scarred 40-year-old piano 
had had its first tuning and var- 
nishing of a decade and the whole 
atmosphere was newly keyed to 
starting over again. 

“Remember, one of the most im- 
portant women in the world has 
singled each of you out for her 
gracious attention,” their superin- 
tendent, Dr. Carrie Weaver Smith, 
told them. 

Life Put to Test in Kitchen. 

“There were no strings tied to 
it, except the hope that the impres- 
sion on you would be worth while. 
I shall expect your behavior here- 
after to show that it has been 
worth while. You all behaved beau- 
tifully on the White House lawn, 
but life isn’t all on the White House 
lawn. It has its kitchens and laun- 
dries, and it is there that it is put 
to the test.” 

After the girls had gone back to 
their routine, Dr. Smith said: 


“They are not very articulate; 
they don’t think out very original 
things, but there is a new spirit 
among them. That was the big 
event of their lives up to this time, 
and it isn’t just going to be an 
event that happened yesterday and 
is forever gone today.” 

She told how the engravings of 
the White House, given as souve- 
nirs to each girl, “by Mrs. .Roose- 
velt’s own hand,” would continue 
to have meaning in the weeks to 
come. 

Mostly Interested in Kitchen. 

“There is no decent place for the 
girls to hang the engravings, but 
we have decided that each girl can 
frame h er own picture and we will 
hang them as soon as the place is 


them that Mrs. Roosevelt gave 
them to them and can keep them 
to hand down to their children and 
grandchildren.” 

Dr. Smith revealed that Mrs. 
Roosevelt’s interest had been thor- 
oughly aroused and would be con- 
tinued. 

“Before I left the.White House,” 
she said, “Mrs. Roosevelt told me if 
we would arrange a track meet, she 
would be glad to come out to wit- 
ness it and to give a prize.” 

The superintendent reported the 
stainless kitchen cabinets and mod- 
el stove in the White House kitch- 
en appealed to the girls more than 
the glittering chandeliers and gold 
piano in the East Room. She add- 
ed the training school was to re- 
ceive its first gas stove this week.

pressed.” It was merely, he said, a 
preliminary study, subject to “edit- 
ing,” such as might be done to any 
report. 

“There are in the published re- 
port many facts damaging to the 
Agricultural Adjustment Adminis- 
tration,” Stedman said. “It was not 
edited with any intention of put- 
ting the administration in a favor- 
able light but from the point of 
view of a long term policy.” 


Details of the original report 
showing how share-croppers were 
dispossessed did not come as a 
surprise to those familiar with the 
way in which the AAA has been 
administered. It has been plain al- 
most from the beginning that the 
committee administering the AAA 
program in the field was dominated 
by planters and landlords who gave 
scant consideration to the position 
of the share-cropper and the ten- 
ant. Complaints sent to Washing- 
ton about how the tenant classes 
had been treated were: referred to 
local committees and often brought 
severe reprisals against those who 
had made the complaints. 


Recent Publication. 
Confirmation of all this was con- 
tained in a slim volume, “The Col- 


lapse of Cotton Tenancy,” published 
several months ago. One of the au- 
thors of this book was Dr. W. W. 
Alexander, Assistant Administrator 
of the Resettlement Administration. 
The other co-authors were Charles 
S. Johnson and Edwin R. Embree, 
director of the Rosanwald Founda- 
tion. 

The findings of Dr. Alexander 
and his co-authors confirm the sup- 
pressed passages of the AAA re- 
port, showing the great extent to 
which dependent tenants have been 
put off their holdings. As a result 
of the reduction of cotton acreage, 
and how landlords have retained 
benefits intended for share-crop- 
pers under the AAA contract.

The 
author of this book, Henry I. Rich- 
ards, declares that rumorg of the 
dispossession of hundreds of thou- 
sands of tenants are “alarmist” 
and not substantiated by facts. 
Richards is on the payroll of the 
AAA as senior agricultural econo- 
mist. 

The Federal Emergency Relief 
Administration made a study of the 


pers in Alabama which belied all 
the claims of the AAA that de- 
pendent tenant classes were par- 
ticipating in AAA benefits. This 
study showed that in a large per- 
centage of cases the AAA benefit 
payments intended for tenants and 
share-cropper go instead to the 
landlords.

Al- 
though the FERA report was not 
suppressed, it was not given out to 
the press and only a few persons 
have ever seen it.

Censored Paragraph.

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EUROPEAN SHIPMENTS 
OF GOLD RESUMED 


Federal Reserve Report Shows 
$150,000,000 Has Been Sent 
to U. S. in Recent Weeks. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 18. — The 
Federal Reserve Board reported 
last night that the inward flow of 
gold had been resumed, with net 
imports since mid-April through 
May 8 amounting to $150,000,000. 

The board said $125,000.000 came 
from France, which, until recently, 
had been transferring its funds to 
England. 

“Gold movements to this country, 
which had practically ceased by 
the beginning of this year,” the 
board said, “were resumed on 4 
considerable scale in the last week 
of April. 

“From April 24 to May 8, about 
$125,000,000 of gold was engaged for 
shipment for France to the United 
States. Earlier in the year an out- 
ward movement of gold occurred, 
and for the three and a half months 
as a whole to the middle of April, 
gold imports were smaller than any 
similar period since January, 1934. 

“This was mainly due to a reduc- 
tion in the volume of European 
short-term balances held in this 
market. Foreign purchases of 
American securities continued on 
substantially the same scale as in 
the latter half of 1935. 

“The reduction § in 
short-term balances held in_ this 
country appears in its earliest 
stages to have reflected in part the 
gradual subsidence of the war fears 
that had initiated the transfer of 
British and other balances to this 
market in September and October, 
and in part the passing ofthe acute 
fiscal and political issues in France 
which had come to a crisis in No- 
vember.

BRIDGE ASSESSMENT 
SUIT GOES 10 TRIAL 


Hearing Opens on City’s Ob- 
jection to $3,000,000 Val- 
uation on Illinois End. 


Trial of the tax objection suit of 
the city of St. Louis against the St. 
Clair County Board of Review, over 
the $3,000,000 assessed valuation of 
the Illinois end of Municipal Bridge 
was begun before County Judge 
Joseph Fleming at Belleville today. 

The city, which has been taxed 
by St. Clair County on the eastern 
portion of the bridge since 1920, has 
protested against the $3,000,000 
valuation, as fixed in 1933-35, and a 
previous $2,000,000 assessment for 
1931-32. Its suit related to the 
taxes under the $3,000,000 valuation. 

Of the $161,028 tax bill for 1933 
the city paid $53,676 outright, this 
being the equivalent of taxes on an 
earlier $1,000,000 assessment and it 
paid in connection with its appeal 
to court, under the law, three- 
fourths of the balance, or $80,514, 
leaving $26,838 still due. Similarly, 
on its 1934 tax bill of $164,289 it 
paid $54,673 outright and $82,144 in 
connection with the protest, leaving 
$27,381 unpaid. The 1935 taxes have 
not become due yet. 

Expert Testimony Expected. 

It was anticipated that much of 
the testimony for both sides would 
be of expert nature. 

An important point of contention 
was over the extent of the bridge 
within Illinois. It was argued by 
counsel for the county board that 
62 per cent of the structure was in 
Illinois, with the middle of the 
principal channel of navigation 
forming the boundary between the 
states. The city asserted that only 
41 per cent of the crossing was in 
Illinois and that the center of the 
deepest part of the stream was the 
state boundary.

Since 1920 the city has paid Iili- 
nois, St. Clair County and its polit- 
ical subdivisions $760,931 in taxes 
on the bridge, not counting addi- 
tional sums held up or paid con- 
ditionajly. The original asgessed 
valuation on the Illinois end of the 
bridge, in 1920, was $300,000. The 
assessment reached $1,000,000 in 
1927, remaining at that level for 
four years. When the valuation 
was raised to $2,000,000 the city ap- 
pealed, but lost in court. By its 
partial payment of the recent taxes 
the city has recognized the $1,- 
000,000 figure as acceptable. St. 
Clair County officials have argued 
that a higher assessment was justi- 
fied by the earning power of the 
bridge, resulting from the vehicle 
tolls collected in the last four years 
to raise funds for public relief and 
the railroad tolls collected in re- 
cent years from comparatively lim- 
ited use of the rail deck.

BEALS OF GANDHI| 


My rife Work Ruined” Says 
Mahatma, Who Fears 
Violence. 


jated Press. 
» RDA, India, May 18.—“My 
ufe work is ruined,” the Mahatma 
‘gandhi said yesterdayl in discus- 
gng, in his retreat here, the results 
of the recent Lucknow Nationalist 


Congress. 
"Not even the firmness and re- 


jon of the British Govern- 
gent,” he said, “have harmed my 
work a8 much as- the new policy 
qutlined by Pandit Jawaharlal 


Nebru.” 

Nehru is new president of the 
Indian National Congress. 

Gandhi referred to a quarrel 
which has been brewing for a long 
“time; a quar rel which has left him 
sullen and disappointed, with the 
feeling that he has been betrayed 
by his best friends. 

It is a clash between the young, 
politically aggressive Nehru and 
the soft-spoken Gandhi, still India’s 
man of mystery, who does not be/ 
lieve in force. 

The result has been a split in 
Nationalist circles which, it is ex- 
pected, will further weaken Na- 
tionalist political strength, for 
Gandhi has as many ardent dis- 
ciples now as the young Pandit. 

Possibility of Bloodshed. 

But Nehru has made it clear, 
through his presidential address at 
the Congress, that he pins his faith 
in the explosive qualities of a well- 
organized peasantry and labor 
gions; To Gandhi this means a 
period which might easily be mark- 
ed by unprecedented bloodshed and 
the consequent re-introduction of 
stern repressive measures by the 
British Government. 

“Sill, in two or three years’ 
time,” said the Mahatma, “this ex- 
citable and enthusiastic young 
leader will return to me and once 
again invite me to lead India to 
freedom. 

“He is facing a rude setback by 
persisting in his present policy but 
when he realizes his mistake, he 
will find me not only willing to help 
him but ready with a new program 
which will startle Britain even 
more than did my civil disobedience 
campaign.” 

Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru is the 
very opposite of Gandhi in charac- 
ter. He is not afraid of a policy of 
violence, and is said to be plan- 
ning a movement to shake the Brit- 
ish rule in India. 

Gandhi's Ideal Abandoned. 

As a step towards this he has 
manifested a political recklessness 
which older Congress members de- 
clare will lead the country into fu- 
tile chaos. 

Some of the fundamental princi- 
ples of the Congress, it is pointed 
out, have now been jettisoned. The 
manual labor qualification for 
membership, which Gandhi regard- 
ed as the foundation stone of his 
political organization, has been 
abandoned. “Our members must 
fight, and not spin,” said Jawahar- 
lal Nehru. 

Outwardly the Government of 
India has welcomed this new di- 
rection of nationalist policy and 
program, since it makes possible a 
fight against an enemy whose 
methods and reserves are under- 
stood. Inwardly, the Government is 
regarded as fearful of the reaction 
of such a policy, in that it may 
drive India back into the arms of 
Gandhi with more enthusiasm than 
in the past. There is, moreover, a 
complete lack of knowledge as_ to 
Gandhi’s future plans. 

Meanwhile, the astute Gandhi 
sits quietly in his Ashrama, think- 
ing and plotting for the future. Per- 
sonally he thinks he will have to 
wait only a year; but if the wait- 
ing period extends to two or even 
three years he will not worry. 

“India loves me,” explained the 
Mahatma. “India trusts me. In- 
dia needs me. I feel, therefore, 
that my life mission is not yet end- 
ed. I still hope to see India free 
from the domination of the for- 


eigner.”’

Obviously, the only thing thet 
could have defeated the beautifully 
bid slam would have been a fan- 
tastically bad adverse lay of cards, 
such as an opening lead of a heart 
and immediate ruff. As it was, the 
declarer had a “cinch,” winning 
the opening king of clubs lead with 
the ace, ruffing a seocnd round in 
dummy, ruffing a diamond into his 
own hand, and ruffing a third club 
with one of dummy’s high trumps. 
Since the club suit broe 4-3, only 
one more club had to be ruffed, but 
even against a 5-2 division there 
was no danger. Without the open- 
ing lead of the heart ace, declarer, 
of course, could have made an over- 
trick, but this would have involved 
a slight risk and he wisely consid- 
ered only his small slam contract.

For Children 


Sun-Bathing 


Physician Should Be Con- 
sulted—Dangers of Over- 
Exposure. 


By Angelo Patri 


OW that the sun rises higher 
and shines upon us longer, sun- 
bathing is general. A word of 
caution may not be amiss. Be very 
careful about exposing yourself to 


a | 


the sun’s rays the 
first few times. 
Begin with a few 
minutes’ exposure. 
Sensitive skins, 
having been cov- 
ered for many 
months, burn eas- 
ily, and it is not 
good to burn the 
skin. So much for 
the older sun- 
bathers, 
Children have 
to

: season lest their 
skins be burned and sickness re- 
sult. I would never expose a baby 
to full sun without his physician's 
directions, It is not safe. Consult 
the physician and he will tell you 


and for what periods of time the 
child’s sun-bath should be given. 
All these points are important, and 
as they vary with the weather, the 
location and the child, consultation 
with the physician is only good 
sense. 

Little runabouts should be care- 
fully seasoned to the sun and air, 
a little at a time... The first ex- 
posures should be allowed only 
after the child has bgen out in the 
air fully dressed for some weeks 
of play. It is unwise to let a little 
one strip to his skin and expose 
himself the very first day he feels 
like enjoying the sunshine on his 
skin. Let him wear a gauzy shirt 
until he becomes a bit accustomed 
to the weather and the sunshine. If 
he is at all delicate, or has any 
skin trouble, consult the physician 
about his baths and. settle his 
schedule with the doctor’s help. 
There ought to be a time limit on 
sunbaths. It is just as bad to al- 
low a child to bathe in the sun for 
hours as it is for him to lie in a 
tub for hours. Find just what 
length of time seems best for him, 
get the doctor’s advice, and then 
hold to the schedule. It is a mis- 
take to believe that it is natural 
and safe for a child to run naked 
in the open sunshine because the 
sun is a natural force. The two 
do not hang together. Our chil- 
dren are not children of nature in 
that sense. Their rearing has been 
artificial and must continue to be 
sO. 

Boys and girls who go to summer 
camp should know enough to pro- 
tect themselves against severe sun- 
burn, but some of them do not. I 
saw a group of children freshly ar- 
rived from the city, run to their 
cabinus, shed their clothing, and, 
dressed only in a pair of shorts, lie 
down in a row on the hillside to 
get a coat of tan. “Oh, no. It is 
good for us. We want to be the 
brownest this year. No, it doesn’t 
make us sick.” 

But it did. Before the counselor 
could be found to rescue them they 
were badly burned, so badly that 
one of them was in bed for 10 
days. That sort of thing is silly.. 
And it is dangerous. Children old 
enough to go to camp ought to 
know the risks they run in such

Tests Show 
Benzoate Is 


Not Harmful 


However, It Is No Longer 
Used to Preserve Foods— 


Heat Method.

Logan Clendening, M. D. 
N THE OLD days we used te 
| hear a great deal about sodium 
benzoate. There never was very 
much to the sodium benzoate scare, 
anyway. As far back as 1909 the 
United States Government appoint- 
ed a board to conduct a series of 
tests on human volunteers as to 
the effect of so- 
dium benzoate. @ 
Three university 
laboratories par- 
ticipated, and the 
tests covered a 
period of four 
months. They re- 
sulted in Food 
Inspection Deci- 
tion, No. 104, 
which concluded 
that benzoate was 
harmless. 

A number of 
food products, 
such as cranber- 
ries, green gages 
and prunes have 
a natural benzoate content, and 
cranberries have been recommend- 
ed as an aid to digestion. The 
health value of prunes is too well 
known to need comment. 


No Preservatives. 


However, whether they do harm 
or not is beside the point, because 
modern preservative methods in 
commercial canning use no pre- 
servatives whatever. Spoilage of 
foods is caused by the growth of 
yeasts and moulds and bacteria. 
These can live on a food only so 
long as conditions for their exist- 
ence remain favorable. Methods 
of food preservation aim to render 
factors in the food environment un- 
favorable for the growth or devel- 
opment of spoilage organisms. 
Three factors especially determine 
the proper conditions for the 
growth of spoilage organisms in 
food, to-wit: temperature, mois- 
ture and reaction. Dried foods, 
therefore, do not spoil as readily 
as moist foods. Certain fermented 
foods are kept sterile because of 
the development of the high acid- 
ity. 

Canned foods are preserved be- 
cause the manufacturers take ad- 
vantage of the temperature factor. 
In the preparation of foods in the 
process of canning, they are sub- 
jected to high temperatures under 
vacuum (which preserves the vita- 
mins). The most resistant spoil- 
age organisms are destroyed at 
these levels. The food is immediate- 
ly put in hermetically sealed con- 
tainers, and this sealing protects it 
from further infection and spoil- 
age. In fact, canned goods are 
usually better protected than most 
fresh foods.

THE LITTLE GIANT—John Baconthorpe of England, applied himself to master every field of learning available 
at the time. He wrote with equal mastery about theology, philosophy, astronomy, astrology, botany, zoology and 
numerous other subjects. He was a very prolific writer, leaving a record of at least 120 Jarge volumes. He was only 
3 feet 2 inches tall, a real dwarf physically. A few of thelittle giant's volumes usually sufficed to “bury” the master 
twice over even when he stood on tiptoes. His pupils often diverted themselves in making the teacher “vanish” in the 
midst of his own works. Baconthorpe died in 1346, one of the greatest English scholars of all time.
